T he loss of cotton income, on 
the other hand, can adversely ef­ 
fect a community's whole econ­ 
omy, points out Cherry.

com m unity concern. 
I -ast year, 
for example, about one

under which cotton 
farm ers are now operating con­ 
tains provisions for the voluntary 
release and reallotment 
of 1959 
cotton allotments. 
W here the re ­ 
lease is made, the released acreage 
is letained on the releasing farm 
as history and is used in fig ur­ 
ing fu tu re allotm ents as though 
it w ere planted. 
But, C herry 
points out, it will not qualify a 
farm for an old farm allotm ent 
as having planted cotton in one 
of the th ree previous years.
